St. Charles County Man Loses Life, and East St. 
Louisan Is Missing—Clayton Marine 
on List of Injured. 


Today’s army and marine casualty 
lists contain the names of one Uni- 
versity City man and one St. Charles 
County man killed in action, a St.

slightly or degree undetermined. 

Vassar went to Camp Funston with 
the first Clayton draft contingent, 
last October. He was one of the men 
selected to fill the Thirtieth Infan- 
try, a regular army unit, to war 
strength, and went overseas in 
March. His father, Albert E. Vassar, 
is a printer and stationer, and an 
uncle, John Hill, is president of the 
John Hill Construction Co. Vassar's 
great-uncle founded Vassar College. 
Another ancestor was in the Revolu- 
tionary War, and a grandfather was 
in the Civil War. Vassar was a 
graduate of Central High School, 
where he won a number of athletic 
trophies. Later, representing the 
Missouri Athletic Club, he won the 
championship of the Western Dis- 
trict for high jumping. 

Williams was drafted in Septem- 
ber, and trained at Camp Funston, 
going overseas in April.

KAISER IN’ RUMANIA 


Newspaper Man Accredited by 
German Foreign Office, an 
Associate Testifies. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Aug. 9.—A repre- 

sentative of Deputy Attorney-Gener- 


al Becker has made public testimony 
that Becker gathered recently re- 
garding the relationship that exist- 
ed between Dr. William Bayard Hale 
and the German Foreign Office, 
while Hale was in Germany in 1916 
as correspondent for the Hearst 
newspapers. 

The witness who gave the testi- 
mony about Hale’s connection with 
the Berlin Foreign Office is a news- 
paper man who acted as secretary 
for Hale while the latter was in Ber- 
lin, and who says he went with him 
on a trip to Rumania when both 
carried passports reading Traveling 
in the business of the Foreign Of- 
ce.“ Hale, the witness said, had a 
code which he used in communica- 
tions to the Foreign Office. 

He asserted that a dispatch which 
apepared in the New York American 
headed: “American Surrender of 
Sea Rights Shocks World, Says Holl- 
wes,” was written by himself and 
Hale in the latter's office. The wit- 
ness said he and Hale went to the 
Foreign Office and that Hale went 
inside to talk with the Foreign Min- 
ister. When he came out the dis- 
patch bore Von Hollweg’s O K, he 
asserted, and was forwarded to 
America.

The witness said Hale went to Ru- 
mania as a correspondent, and re- 
mained two weeks; that arrange- 
ments were made by the German 
Foreign Office, including the pur- 
chasing of tickets and sleeping car 
accommodations, and that the cre- 
dentials given to Hale were such that 
baggage was not examined and they 
went through restricted zones with- 
out difficulty.

Returns, in most cases unofficial, 
but fairly complete, from 97 of the

by the Post-Dispatch, show 84,943 
votes for Joseph W. Folk and 68,680 
votes for Senator X. P. Wilfley in 
the contest for the Democratic sen- 
atorial nomination at Tuesday’s pri- 
mary.

GARBAGE DISPUTE

Unless 87. Cent Reduction 
Charge Is Waived Board 
Will Resume Dumping on 
Chesley Island. 


The National Food Administration 
will be requested to help the city of 


St. Louis out of the difficulty caused 
by the delay in letting a new garbage 
contract, in’ place of the one expir- 
ing at the end of this month, and 
by the insistence of the Indiana Re- 
duction Co., the present contractor, 
for a charge of 87 cents a ton for 
reducing the garbage. 

The Board of Public service yes- 
terday decided to ask the Food Ad- 
ministration to send a representative 
here to take hold of the garbage 
situation. It was said that F. A. 
Bamman, who is familiar with the 
garbage disposal problem, would 
probably come here if the Food Ad- 
ministration complies with the city's 
request. 

The board, at Mayor Kiel's sugges- 
tion, notified the Indiana Reduction 
Co. that, unless it agrees to waive its 
charge of 87 cents a ton, for remov- 
ing garbage to the company’s plant 
at Dupo, III., the city will resume the 
former practice of dumping the gar- 
bage on Chesley Island, south of the 
city. 

The company has proposed that 
the city buy its loading stations and 
two barges, and deliver the garbage 
to Dupo, in which case the company 
would reduce it without charge, get- 
ting its compensation from the by- 
products. The board rejected this 
proposal, holding that the price 
which the apmpany proposed to 


250/ charge for the loading stations and 


barges, about $16,000, was too high. 

A counter proposal, made by the 
city, was that the harbor boat Eras- 
tus Wells should be used in towing 
the garbage from St. Louis to the 
plant, and that the company should 
make no charge for handling the 
garbage. The company now pays 
$35 a day for a tug 

Otto Karbe, local representative 
of the Indiana Reduction Co., said 
he would try to get C. A. Alling, 
president of the company, to come 
here from Chicago and confer with 
The board suggested to 
Karbe that Alling should be pre- 
pared to remain here for a week or 
longer, as it intends to settle the 
problem as soon as possible.

MAD TAXATION SCHEME 
PROBABLY WILL 60 THROUGH 


War Profits, Tobacco and Automo- 
biles to Be Hit Hardest. 
By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.—Mem- 
bers of the House Ways and Means 
Committee in drafting the revenue 
bill designed to raise $8,000,000,000 
by taxation in the present fiscal year 
probably will accept the alternative 
system of taxing war profits recom- 
mended by Secretary McAdoo in a 
telegram sent to Chairman Kitchin, 
but will insist that excess profits 
taxes be increased instead of being 
retained as at present, as suggested 
by Mr. McAdoo. This was indicated 
in a statement by Ghairman Kitchin 
in answer to the message from the 
head of the Treasury Department. 
Taxes of double the present rates 
on tobacco, a horsepower tax on 
owners of automobiles and a tax of 
10 per cent on amounts paid for 
leased telephone and telegraph wires 
by press associations, newspapers 
and brokers were included in the 
tentative draft of the bill yesterday 
by the committee. The horsepower 
tax on owners of passenger automo- 
biles and trucks will be on the basis 
of $10 for machines of 25 horsepow- 
er or less, $20 for 26 to 30 horse- 
power; $30 for 31 to 40 horsepower, 
and $50 on more than 40 bhorsepow- 
er.

ORDER DOES NOT BAR 
ALL RECRUTING WORK 


Men Between 46 and 50 Who 
Have Seen Service 
May Enlist. 


Although enlistments in the army, 
navy, Marine Corps and officers’ 
training camps will be restricted as 
a result of the announcement made 
by Secretaries Baker and Daniels in 
Washington last night, they will 
not be entirely discontinued in St 
Louis, it was announced today by of- 
'ficers in charge of the various re- 
cruiting stations. 

No man between the ages of 18 
and 45 will be accepted for any 
branch of the army, according to of- 
ficers at the Army Recruiting Sta- 
tion in the old Custom House, Third 
and Olive streets. The order, how- 
ever, has been construed to mean 
that men above those ages, between 
46 and 50, who have been honorably 
discharged from the army as non- 
commissioned officers, can be ac- 
cepted for limited service, and as in- 
structors. — 

At the Navy Recruiting Office, 
Seventh and Chestnut streets, Lieut. 
Willson said that pending further or- 
ders no recruits would be accepted 
from districts outside the city of St. 
Louis. Those under 21 years old, re- 
siding in the city, will be examined 
and accepted conditionally, that is, 
they will not be sworn in as naval en- 
listed men, but will receive serial 
numbers. When the ban is lifted 
these men will be called according to 
their numbers. 

Lieut. Francis E, Turin, in charge 
of the Marine Corps recruiting office 
here, received the following telegram 
from Washington shortly before 
noon: “Accept no man for enlistment 
or enrollment. This order does not 
apply to those who on or before Aug. 
8 filed application for enlistment or 
enrollment or have been examined 
with a view to their acceptance.“

FRENCH HEROES. SEE 
BEGINNING. OF. END 


Gen. Claudon and Capt. de Cour- 
tivron, Here, Discuss War 
Situation. 


Brigadier-General Henri Claudon, 
chief of the French Military Advisory 
Commission in the United States, and 
his aid, Capt. Henri de Courtivron, 
were here yesterday on their way 
to Camp Pike, Ark., where they will 
complete a tour of inspection of the 
French military instructors stationed 
at the various cantonments through- 
out this country. 

They are veterans of the French 
army and both have seen active serv- 
ice in some of the most important 
battles of the war. Gen. Claudon. 
who is 61 years old, was cited for 


bravery in action while leading his 
troops in the first battle of Ypres be- 
tween Oct. 21 and 31, 1914. 

Capt. de Courtivron commanded a 
company in one of the three French 
divisions which retook Fort Doau- 
mont from the Germans during the 
heavy fighting, which featured the 
attempt of the German Crown 
Prince to capture Verdun in 1916. 
Although taking part in most of the 
engagements around Verdun in the 
six months ending in October, 1916, 
he was unwounded. 

Foch Had to Mark Time. 

Last March Germany had a su- 
periority in numbers and material 
and her advantage was felt in the 
early offensives against the British 
and French,” Gen. Claudon said. 
“Gen. Foch had only one thing to 
do and that was to wait until the 
German losses and the arrival of ef- 
fective fighting men from the United 
States had partially equalized the 
situation. That he did so is apparent 
and the effect is seen in the recent 
success on the Marne. 

“Do not think, however, that com- 
plete success is ours. The German 
even now has many more divisions 
than we have. Our victory is due to 
Gen. Foch striking at the most op- 
portune moment with an inferior 
force against a force superior ins 
numbers, but in a critical position.” 

Is Beginning of the End. 

Capt. de Courtivron, discussing the 
situation, declared that in his opin- 
ion it is “a very good beginning for 
the end.” “It is only a matter of 
how soon America can rush mate- 
rial and men to the front,” he said, 
“and keeping the.door to Russia 
locked to the Germans. When this 
is done the enemy will be wholly 
vanquished. 

Had we been able to strike two 
additional blows of equal severity at 
this time the war would have been 
over. It is likely now that we will 
have to wait and further prepare 
ourselves, at the same time keeping 
a watchful eye on Russia. 

“It is in Russia alone, with her 
millions of unemployed soldiers, that 
Germany can renew her waning mili- 
tary strength. 

Germany Must Have Russians. 


“Germany will make every effort 
possible to get Russian recruits for 
her army. If, through the watch- 
fulness of the allies, this is prevent- 
ed, she will lose the hope of victorv. 

“When a people realize that the 
hope of victory is gone their fighting 
spirit disappears. That is what hap- 
pened to Russia, and I think it will 
happen to the German army. No one 
can fight a losing fight if he knows 
it.” 

Capt. de Courtivron said he be- 
lieved the war will end in a rout of 
the German forces. 

Americans Met Kaisor’s Best. 

The French officer said the Amer- 
ican troops at Fismes had met the 
best troops in the German army when 
they encountered the Fourth Prus- 
sian Guards. 


TO URGE TELEGRAPHERS’ STRIKE 


Union Head Here Would Force 
Western Union to Reinstatc 
Operators. 

R. F. Wise, president of the St. 
Louis Council of the Telegraphers’ 
Union, annoynced yesterday that he 
would telegraph S. J. Konenkamp of 
Chicago, national president of the 
union, asking him to call a nation- 
wide strike of telegraphers employed 
by the Western Union at novn Mon- 
day, unless immediate promise is 
made by the company tv reinstate 
all the men that have been dis- 
charged for wearing union buttoprs, 
to pay them for loss of time, and to 
discontinue discrimination against 
them. 

Wise said the men were not ask - 
ing for recognition of the union. 
About 30 men have been dis tharged 
in St. Louis, and more than 1000 in 
the country, Wise said.

England's Anniversary Celebration. 
‘fe the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

The item hereto attached, published in 
yesterday's Post-Dispatch, did not fully 
chronicle the splendid celebration that 
was held and which was participated 
in by the British-American War Relief 
Corps, of which Mrs. J. P. Jamieson 
was chairman, and which is composed of 
splendid American men and women of En- 
glish, Scotch, Welsh and Irish ancestry; 
the Sons of Saint George, the Caledonian 
Society of St. Louis. Two beautiful Union 
Jacks, England's national flag, were pre- 
sented to Postmaster Selph by Dr. Z. B. T. 
Phillips, rector of St. Peter's Church. 
These Union Jacks were not presented to 
the city, as your item states, but were pre- 
sented to the United States Government, 
and will fly on special occasions from 
the Federal Building on Olive street and 
the Main Postoffice on Eighteenth street. 

In presenting the Union Jacks to Post- 
muster Selph, Dr. Phillips delivered a won- 
derful patriotic address. There was an 
audience of from 2500 to 3000, standing in 
the broiling sun—yet they did stand there, 
and it was an occasion worthy of better 
notice. Postmaster Selph received the Un- 
jon Jacks, on behalf of the United States 
Government, and delivered a most elo- 
quent response, from which your reporter 
could well have quoted. Mr. Festus J. 
Wade, director of the war savings cam- 
paign in Missouri, made an impassioned 
appeal to all classes of people to support 
the President in this war and to refrain 
from talking of peace until a lasting vic- 
tory over the German Emperor shall have 
been won. Capt. D. H. Blake of the En- 
glish army, the only one that your item 
notices, made a splendid address and was 
enthusiastically received. 

Therefore, the good American citizens 
of English, Scotch, Welsh and Irish ances- 
try. whose sires once lived in the British 


Isles, feel they were not properly recog- 


nized by the Post-Dispatch. Our celebra- 

tion was one of only three of its character 

in the United States commemorating the 

occasion, and was recognized by President 

Wilson.

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THE DRAFT-EXTENSION BILL. 
The vital question in connection with the bill 
extending the draft age is, do we need the men 
who will be brought into the draft by the change? 
This is the whole question. In the crisis of the 
greatest war in history we cannot afford to dally 
with a matter of such crucial concern. If we do not 
provide enough men to supply the reserves neces- 
gary to force a decision in the field the war will 
be prolonged and the outcome will be in doubt. 
Gen. March says the change in the War Depart- 
ment's military plans is in harmony with the 
policy agreed upon at the allied war conference 
to bring the war to an early end. Gen. Foch's 
victorious offensive is the first step in the speed- 
ing-up program, but it cannot be carried out un- 
less sufficient reinforcements are supplied. Our 
speed in war work made the first stroke pos- 
sible and upon us will depend the continuation 
of the war-winning plan. We must supply the 
greater part of the man power which the allies 
will need within the next year to gain a decision. 
Let us consider the fatal consequences of a 


strike the decisive blow arrives. Of what avail 
then will be regrets and tears? It will mean 
greater effort, greater cost, greater sacrifices and 
a prolongation of war destruction and agony. 

Objection is made to the drafting of young 
men of 18 because they have not arrived at vot- 
ing age. But they are as deeply interested in the 
safety and welfare of the republic and in winning 
the war as older men. As a matter of fact, a 
young man, drafted at 18, must be trained before 
he can be sent to the trenches and the ages of 19 
and 20 are ideal for soldiers.

They are easily and quickly trained. They can 
be spared from industrial and commercial work 
better than older men. Less of them have depend- 
ents. They are eager to fight.

DISTRIBUTE CHEAP MILE. 

The most practical suggestion made at the milk 
conference called by Food Administrator Gephart 
Thur day was that of Public Welfare Director 
Schmoll that the city establish enough stations 
and proceed to distribute milk for the benefit of 
the large number of consumers who are unable to 
buy as much milk as they need under the present 
high prices. 

There has been enough investigation, by com- 
mission and otherwise. The cost of milk will 
continue to be high, delivered by the dairy com- 
panies and handled as they are forced to handle 
it. The Agricultural Department has. investigated 
the problem of reducing the cost of delivery by 


merging wagon routes and finds that little or 
nothing can be accomplished in that way. | 
But the cash-and-carry system, operated 
through a sufficient number of municipal sta- 
tions, can be as helpful as the municipal coal sta- 
tions and could be managed in conjunction with 
such stations. ~ 

The way to distribute milk is to distribute it. 
And with the coming of winter the city should 
have enough stations to make it easy for all 
mothers with families to get milk at a reasonable 
price. For those who cannot afford it, arrange- 
ments should be made to provide milk free. The 
little children cannot keep in good health and 
gain strength without this vital fluid. 
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MALVY’S HALF ACQUITTAL. 

By a sort of Scotch verdict a French court has 
acquitted M. Malvy of a charge of treason, but 
has found him guilty of pernicious activities and 
condemned him to banishment for five years. 

French justice has long been a puzzle to Anglo- 
Saxon minds. It is so different from our own 
in procedure that it is not always easy for us to 
follow it. A criminal prosecution in France 
seems to be a place where everybody, Judges, law- 
yers, plaintiffs, defendants, witnesses, say what- 
ever they want to say and indulge to the limit in 


their national propensity for the drama. And yet, 
somehow, out of all the turmoil and confusion, 
they usually manage to get somewhere. 

In an American court M. Malvy would have 
been either acquitted under the indictment or 
found guilty. It would have been impossible to 
punish him for one thing when he was on trial 
for something entirely different. But the French 
idea doesn't tend that way. It seems to assume 
that if a prisoner is not guilty of one crime he 
may be guilty of another and it is the economical 
thing to discover what the other one is while the 
man is still in custody. 

We would not trade our system for the French, 
of course. Our theory is that the accused must 
be presumed to be innocent until he is proven 
guilty. We insist that every indictment against 
& Man must set out completely the charges he is

That was 
no doubt that he had lent aid and encourage- 


But the Government could not prove 
that his actions came within the definition of 
actual treason. Wherefore the Government threw 
up its hands and said in effect to the jury: “We 
haven't established M. Malvy’s guilt, but we 
don’t think he ought to be turned loose.” The 
jury replied: “Very well; we'll acquit him, but 
we'll make it impossible for him to do any more 
mischief for the next half decade.” And it was 
so ordered. 

The lucidity of our allies in some matters is 
positively amazing. 
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LLOYD GEORGE SEES VICTORY. 

“It is too early to say that the German effort 
is exhausted. They still have powerful forces 
in reserve, but it is not too early to say that their 
chances of March 21 will not come again,” said 
Premier Lloyd George in the British House of 
Commons Wednesday. 

This is the summing up of the situation as the 
British Premier sees it. Analyzing the war opera- 
tions since the beginning of the German offensive, 
Mr. Lloyd George finds that the German military 
power is waning and that her chances of victory 
or of forcing a satisfactory peace have passed. 

The evidence of renewed confidence and courage 
in our allies is manifest in the Lloyd George 
speech. Fear and doubt have passed. Mr. Lloyd 
George sees in the extfaordinary efforts of Amer- 
ica, in the unity of allied command and the 
strengthening of the hammered troops of Britain 
and France assurance of victory. He said that all 
of Britain's losses of men and guns in the earlier 
offensives have been made up and Britain is ready 
to strike again. 

The proof of this is seen in the new offensive 
in the Amiens sector and the renewal of fighting 
between the Vesle and the Aisne. It looks as if 
Gen. Foch does not intend to let the Germans rest 
and that he has reserves to keep them going. 

Sufficient American reinforcements will do the 
job.

TAXING THE PRESIDENT. 

The United States can raise the money needed 
for the war without the $24,000 a year income | 
tax on the President's salary, as proposed in the 
new revenue bill, but Mr. Wilson will probably | 
be the first to acknowledge the wisdom of the 
plan. ö 

There is no way to measure the value of the 
President's services to his country. His salary 
is not intended as compensation, but simply as 
a means to enable him to live in the dignity and 
comfort his office demands. The $75,000 a year 
is scarcely adequate for that. But $75,000 a year 
sounds like a lot of money to the average Amer- 
ican and, in times when even the modest income 
of the salaried man is taxed, the man of small 
income will be all the more willing to bear his 
share of the couatry’ s financial burdens when he 
knows that not even the first gentleman in the 
land is exempt. 

The loss of almost a third of his salary is bound 
to be a serious matter to Mr. Wilson personally. 
Mr. Wilson, however, is not the kind of man 
who would be patient with personal considera- 
tions of that character. One can imagine that the 
democracy of the sacrifice would appeal to him 
immensely. Certainly no private individual and 
no Government official of any rank whatsoever 
can begrudge a war tax upon his own earnings 
when the most important citizen of us all is cheer- 
fully meeting his pro rata share of the expense. 
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The allies are forcing the Germans to turn their 
peace offensive into a war defensive. 
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EDITOR ALLEN’S UNIQUE RACE. 

The announcement that Henry J. Allen, editor 
of the Wichita Beacon, has been nominated for 
Governor of Kansas by the Republicans at Tues- 
day's primary, marks a unique chapter in Amer- 
ican politics. Allen is in Europe and had started 
across the Atlantic before the formal announce- 
ment was made that he would be a candidate. 
He has not been in this country during the cam- 
paign and has not contributed a penny toward 
the campaign fund. It is said that his friends 
have expended less than $6000 in his behalf. 

Allen and William Allen White, the Emporia 
editor, went to France last fall as Red Cross 
officials. Higher up officers of the organization 
said that they did excellent work and asked Al- 
len to return. He consented. While he was at 
home, White wrote a piece for his paper in which 
he praised Allen’s work and said that as a pay- 
ment for this work the people of Kansas should 
elect Allen Governor. 

Some voters took this seriously and as Allen 
was departing he was asked if he would accept 
the office. He replied: “If you nominate and 
elect me, I will accept. But I would not give up | 
this Red Cross mission for any office this country 
can give.”

HOT WEATHER AND PROHIBITION. 


ASHINGTON says the heat there on Tues- 
day was ‘‘unbelievable, incomprehensible 
and altogether without precedent in the 

capital. As a matter of fact, the official tem- 
perature was 104. The rest is prohibition. What the 
correspondent was trying to say was that Washing- 
ton experienced her first hot spell the other day as 
a dry city. It seemed hotter. Those erstwhile 
oases in the backs of saloons, where the comfort riv- 
aled anything dreamed of by Omar Khayyam, had all 
dried up. The slender shadow of the palm no longer 
lay across the pool, the song of the bulbull ceased to 
gladden the gloaming, and there was nowhere 
to escape the heat of the desert. We have pointed 
out that this same thing must happen all the big 
cities under prohibition. The official temveratures 
will be nothing new, but the heat will be ‘‘indescriba- 
ble and incomprehensible’’—just as Washington says. 
The downtown section of any big city is largely 
cooled by its saloons, especially when these latter 
are located in alleys. The temperature never gets 
over 75 in those places, and most people know where 
the coolness awaits. The fact of the matter is that 
there is something to be said on both sides of the 
prohibition question. People with feeling on either 
side will not admit it, but it is nevertheless true. 
This seems to have been proven in an amusing way 
in Massachusetts. The liquor fight in that State re- 
cently took a characteristically New England turn 
when the brewers first offered $200 for the best essay 
against prohibition, and the drys then offered $300 
for the best essay in favor of it. A student at Har- 
vard, whose instructor had trained him in the art of 
arguing both sides of a subject, went in for all the 
money in sight and won both prizes. 


It is said that the Germans expect to sell 
goods after the war by making a better price 
their competitors can make. They are reported 
argue that the economies forced upon them by 


prejudice or no prejudice. Nor are we sure the Ger- 
mans are not pretty safe in believing that this will 
be the case, assuming that they will be able to under- 
sell the other big exporting countries. Human na- 
ture is not going to be materially different after the 
war. There will be plenty of people who will slip 
out at night to buy something made in Germany if the 
price is an inducement to them to do so, just as there 
were plenty of people eager to get some of the 
Kaiser’s American propaganda fund when there was 
not a shred of honor or morality left to the German 
cause. Nobody knows the knaveries of this life as 
a knave knows them, and the Germans have not yet 
despaired of a place for themselves in the world after 
the war. They are so sure of the future that they are 
still sinking hospital ships loaded with wounded men 
and their nurses, and they are no whit abashed by 
what has been said and thought of any of the atro- 
cities at which the world has for four years stood 
aghast.

HE total wheat crop for 1918 is 
estimated to be near the billion 
mark. This is an increase of 15 per 
pent over the average crop for the 
pears 1912 to 1916 and a jump of 43 
per cent cover last year's yield. 

This does not mean, however, that 
fe can soon begin to eat wheat at 
@ur normal rate of consumption. Our 
ilies must be fed and they will need 
Freat quantities of our wheat—all 
Mat we can spare. 

Here are two dishes which, if 
Served with potatoes, may easily take 
the place of both meat and bread at 
@ meal: 


! PEAS AND KIELS. 

(A Good Meat Substitute.)

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TAUGHT IN EASY

Advice Intended to Be of Assist- 
ance to Those Who May Find 
Themselves in Danger in the 
Water and Those Who Go to 
Their Rescue—Drowning Per- 
son Can Do Much to Help in 
Saving His Life. 


swimmer or the poor swim- 

mer to remember is that when 
wading in unknown waters, one 
should not hold the arms above the 
head, but should hold them at the 
sides, with the palms of the hands 
facing downward. In case of a 
“step-off” the nonswimmer will save 
himself from a sudden plunge over 
his head, and will have a fair chance 
of struggling out. 

Once in beyond your depth, the 
vital thing to remember is to keep 
your mouth closed, hold your breath 
and try to float. It need be no 
finished form of floating, hut merely 
the effort to keep the nose and 
mouth above water without raising 
the head or arms. If you must shout 
for help, do so loudly once or twice 
and then save your breath. Contin- 
uous screaming and struggling in- 
crease the chance of death, even if 
help’ is attracted, because of the fill- 
ing of the lungs with water and the 
consequent suffocation. 

Lastly, remember that when res- 
cue arrives your part is not to grab 
or clutch the lifesaver, but to aid him 
by doing absolutely nothing and 
make yourself as easy an object to 
be towed ashore as would be a com- 
pletely inanimate object. 

The art of swimming usually in- 
volves the ability to cover distances, 
but when the swimmer is in danger 
of drowning, it is often more vital to 
keep afloat for a sufficient length of 
time to enable aid to arrive. Hence, 
floating, swimming on the back, 
treading water, and all such means 
of keeping afloat with the least ex- 
penditure of energy are an aid to 
safety. 

The most common cause of cramps 
is swimming in water of too low a 
temperature, or remaining in the wa- 
ter too long, and becoming thorough- 
ly chilled. Unless the water is very 
warm, the swimmer should not re- 
main in it longer than from 15 to 30 
minutes. A period of at least two 
hours should elapse between eating 
and entering the water, in order to 
give digestive processes time to get 
their work well under way. 


OMEN are less exposed than 
W men to the dangers of be- 
coming chilled, for the rea- 
son that the surface of a woman's 
body is covered with a layer of fatty 
tissue, which helps to protect the 
deeper tissues from the chill of the 
water. Nevertheless, there is al- 
ways danger to anyone of an attack 
of cramps, unless the water is very 
warm. 

As I have often stated, the body 
must be free when you are in the 
water; therefore, if your bathing suit 
is one that is heavy and cumbersome, 
you stand less chance of saving your- 
self. Remember to keep the body 
relaxed. Never stiffen the body to 
a stretching point, for this has a ten- 
dency to induce cramps. r 

Even if you do get cramps while in 
the water, don’t try to scramble to 
safety. You are not :n danger, even 
if you have cramps. Remember you 
are not in danger. What you must 
do if the feeling of cramps grips 
you, is to float. 

A sudden shock will sometimes re- 
lieve a cramp at once. If you feel 
a cramp coming on, thrust the an 
or leg in which the symptoms are 
felt above the surface and repeat 
this several times. The sudden ex- 
posure to the air often affords relief 
to a cramp at oncé, preventing what 
might otherwise be a serious attack. 

he cramp is almost always con- 
fined to one arm or one leg. Occa- 
sionally it attacks beth arms or both 
legs. If your cramp is in the legs, 
you have little to fear. Simply leave 
your legs to take care of themselves, 
and swim with the arms alone. 

Should you be seized with cramp 
simultaneously in both arms, your 
predicament will be more _ serious, 
but by no means hopeless. Simply 
allow your feet to drop to the ver- 
tical position and tread water.

a second can be spared, do not at- 
tempt a rescue while fully clothed. 
Remove at least the heavier outer 
garments and the shoes. The fev 
seconds required to do this will be 
adequately compensated for in the 
greater speed which you will be able 
to make once you are in the water. 
Never try to swim up-stream to a 
drowning person, as you lose valuable 
time in fighting the current. Run- 
ning is much faster than swimming: 
therefore, run up stream till you 
reach a point well above the person 
in trouble, throwing off your clothes 


as you run. 
M proach the victim from be- 

hind, no matter whether he is 
rational or not, for one never can 
tell what a drowning person will do. 
If the victim is quiet, speak to him 
encouragingly and attempt to gain 
his confidence with the assurance 
that he is no longer in danger. Try 
to make him understand the neces- 
sity of giving you all the aid he can 
in effecting his own rescue. If such 
confidence can be gained, the actual 
rescue becomes a comparatively sim- 
ple matter for the experienced swim- 
mer. 

In case of a person struggling 
frantically, approach quickly yet 
quietly from behind, but give no 
warning call. If possible grasp him 
by the arms, pressing your fingers 
into his biceps. Press the arms 
sharply back so that his legs come 
up. If you grasp him firmly enough 
with this hold, you should control 
him easily, no matter how strong he 
is. Holding him in this position you 
can tow him ashore by swimming on 
the back with the frog-kick. 

No matter what precautions you 
take, there is still danger that the 
drowning person may clutch you in 
some manner and you must know 
these clutches and how to break 
them. With ptoper knowledge, a 
weaker person can break the clutch 
of a stronger. 

When the victim grasps both your 
wrists, bend your arms first down- 
ward, then outward, and then up- 
ward. The result will be to twist his 
wrists, and put all the strain on the 
victim's thumbs, thus causing intense 
pain. 

If the subject gets his arms about 
your body from the front, draw up 
your knees with a sudden movement, 
as close to the abdomen as you can 
bring them, and then kick out 
straight forward with both feet, put- 
ting plenty of force into the kick. 
This movement will break a body- 


Y advice to a rescuer is to ap- 
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hold, no matter how strong the vic- 
tim may be. This is leg strength 
against arm strength. 

The difficulty of the above break 
is that the victim sometimes gets in 
such a position that you cannot get 
at him with your feet in any effec- 
tive manner. In that case, you have 
the choice of two moves: 


You may place your left hand in 
the small of his back, palm of right 
on point of jaw with index and mid- 
dle fingers squeezing his nostrils. 
Push away with right hand and hold 
back with left hand. 

Your second choice is to bend the 
drowning person's head back by 
pushing back his forehead, and then 
giving him a quick short jolt on the 
point of the chin with the fist of 
your free hand. 


NCE you know, it is child's play 
O to slip out of the clutch of a 
strangler. It is done in this 
manner: First, bring your arms up- 
ward and outward with a quick jerk, 
till they are on a level with your 
shoulders. Simultaneously with this 
movement of the arms, bring your 
head forward and downward with a 
snap, turtle fashion, and your 
strangler will suddenly find his arms 
around nothing but water. It makes 
no difference how strong he is. No 
man is strong enough to maintain a 
strangle-hold if this method of 
breaking it is used. 

The shoulder hold is one of the 
most dangerous because your arms 
are pinioned against your sides. The 
only way to break this hold success- 
fully is to raise your arms above the 
head. This causés the drowning per- 
son’s arms to slip around your neck 
and you can then drop out as from 
the strangle-hold. 

The strangle-hold from behind is 
far more dangerous because it is 
more difficult to break. In attempt- 
ing to break it let the feet sink till 
the body is in a vertical position and 
tread water for moment to bring 
both heads well above water. Then, 
after grasping the wrists of the vic- 
tim drop your head forward as far’ 
as you can and throw it back with all 
the snap and force you can put into 
it, striking the victim on the nose. 
The blow should stun him, breaking 
his hold, thus enabling you to pull 
his arms apart. If this does not gain 
you your release, you should take 
one or two of his fingers and bend 
them backwards until the pain forces 
him to release his grip. 

The body hold from behind is one 


of the hardest of all the holds to 
break. If it is an arm hold only, vou 


may be able to push the encircling 
arms downward over your body to 
the lower abdomen and proceed 
shoreward, swimming with the 
breast stroke. The face of the sub- 
ject, however, in this position will be 
submerged most of the time, and he 
will, therefore, soon be likely to 
loosen his hold, giving you an oppor- 
tunity of securing a more satisfactory 
position. 


OU should watch for the oppor- 
* tune moment, and when vou 
feel the grip of the victim re- 
lax, slip quickly out of his reach. 
Then turn and approach him from 
behind, turn him quickly on his back 
and secure one of the towing holds. 
The body hold from behind with 
the leg grip is the most dangeroug 
of all the holds and is caused by the 
victim trying to climb on the res- 
cuer’s back, thus forcing him be- 
neath the water. Reledse may be 
obtained by turning and placing one 
hand over victim's face, and press- 
ing his nostrils tightly, at the same 
time pushing him away. With your 
other hand you should grasp one or 
more of the drowning man’s fingers 
until the pressure becomes too great 
for the victim to stand, his legs will 
become loosened and the rescuer can 
kick them free. If it is a leg hold 
around your body where vou can 
reach the victim’s foot, take the 
kle of one foot in the left hand, - 
ing that hand as a vise, and grind 
foot in a circular motion with the 
right hand. 

This physical force necessary in 
rescue is no excuse for brutality. A 
person may be made harmless with- 
out giving serious injury if proper 
judgment is exercised. In many cases 
it is necessary for the rescuer to 
strike or otherwise hurt a drowning 
person in order to prevent the loss 
of both lives. If you see that the 
subject is in a state of insane fear, 
do not try to reason with him, for 
quick and decisive action, even 
though it may involve the use of a 
certain measure of violence, is es- 
sential. 

In extreme cases of violent and 
persiztent struggle, when the rescuer 
knows 1.° has yet a hard swim before 
him, the only thing left to do is to 
render the victim unconscious. This 
may be gained by any of the pugi- 
Vist’s favorite knockout blows, of 
which a right or left hook to the 
point of the jaw is most effective. 
The solar plexus blow, delivered just 
below and a little to the right of the 
heart, although it works quite as 
well, is difficult to deliver under 
water with the required force.

HE closet in the hall is usually 
in a sad state of clutter. Hooks 
are full to overflowing with 


garments hanging from one sleeve 


or with the hook making an ugly 
permanent bulge in the neck. The 
shelf, if there is one, is piled high 
with more or less useless junk, and 
the closet in the summer cottage or 
bungalow is the worst offender of 
the lot. 

To be able to find things when you 
want them is not only a time saver 
but a temper saver as well, and adds 
not a little to the happiness and tran- 
quility of any household. It is not 
necessary to be “poison neat” as 
they say in New England, to appreci- 
ate this fact. The chief reason for 
the wild confusion of such closets is 
berause they are not properly sup- 
tlied with hooks, especially low 
hooks for children’s coats and caps. 
To be cross because Jack or Dorothy 
throws a sweater over a chair or 
leaves a hat on the hall table is more 
or less unreasonable when the hooks 
in the closet are too high to reach 
comfortably. 

I have always been very much in- 
terested in all sorts of household ren- 
ovations, but I confess I was rather 
at a loss when a friend with whom 1 
am spending the summer opened the 
door of her hall closet and asked me 
in a helplessly appealing.tone if I 
could suggest anything that would 
prevent all the outer clothing of the 
family that was in common wear 
from being piled in pell mell, and the 
children’s things from being pitched 
on the floor unless some grown-up 
stood obligingly by to rescue them. 

At first I must confess I was rath- 
er at a loss, for there seemed to be at 
least three or four garments for each 
hook available. The closet was about 
three and one-half feet wide and 
four or five feet long, just the nar-

row poke-hole in the front hall that 
most suburban or country houses 
have. * 

I studied until I evolved the fol- 
lowing plan: One side of the closet 
must be scrupulously reserved ‘for 
the three children of the- household, 
So I employed a carpenter to put up 
two narrow shelves on this side. The 
first one, about eight or nine inches 
wide, was placed four feet from the 
floor, and to the bottom ofthis JI 
screwed a row of the double-armed 
shelf hoops that come for this pur- 
pose. These were intended te hold 
the children's coats and sweaters. 
while the shelf above could be used 
for hats, racquets, etc. 
or seven inches from the floor I had 
another shelf put up to hold pubbers 
and tennis shoes, or, in the winter, 
skates. This made it easy to eweep 
the closet floor without the trouble
